They have 
caught up on the sewing, which is a Winter-long job, and it is too 
early for canning, which is a Summer job. . 

The Negro women run the laundry and the kitchen, cooking 
three meals a day for the work crews and two for the non-working 
prisoners. Some Negro women don overalls and take to the fields, 
spreading the black “sludge,” residue from the sewage disposal 
plant, into the terraced hills where feed crops wil) be planted. 

The able-bodied men don their war-surplus jackets with the 
“pw” (Prisoner of War) stamped on the back and a neat little “CP” 
(City Prisoner) stamped under that, and go out with the work

That plane, taking off from a land 
base with long runways, weighed 
85,000 pounds when it went into 
the air. 

Pilot of the plane used in the 
latest test was Capt. John T. Hay- 
ward, of Pensacola, Fla.

CHURUBUSCO, Ind—The giant 
turtle, if there is one, in a pond 
on the farm of Farmer Gale Har- 
ris, near here, can stay in the 
pond indefinitely.

Pres. C. B. McManus, of the 
Power Company, issued thig state- 
ment:

Mentioned for 
Governor Race

State Treasurer George B. Ham- 
ilton became the third potential 
1950 gubernatorial candidate to be 
mentioned in off-season discus- 
sions last night. 

“A good many friends have ap- 
proached me on making the race 
for Governor in 1950,” Hamilton 
told newsmen who asked him to 
comment on political develop- 
ments. “At the present time, I 
will not say ‘Yes’ nor ‘No’ as to 
whether | will run.” 

Hamilton and other prospective 
gubernatorial candidates declined 
to comment on moves to place 
State Auditor B. ™. Thrasher, Jr., 
and Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook into 
the 1950 gubernatorial race. 

Thrasher, himself, refused to 
comment on a Macon speech by 
Sen. Walter Harrison, of Millen, 
advocating the auditor for Gov- 
ermer. Cook laid down a potential 
platform in a Macon speech in 
which he lashed the General As- 
sembly for passing severa] bills 
sponsored by Gov. Talmadge. 

Gov. Talmadge was in Florida 
yesterday and could not be reached 
for comment. | 

Former Acting Gov. Thompson 
said at Valdosta he would publish 
Cook’s announcement in his politi- 
cal weekly, the Georgia Democrat, 
next week if the Attorney General 
is ready to announce for Gover- 
nor. He wouldn’t comment on the 
speculation of Cook, Thrasher, and 
Hamilton making the race. As to 
whether he would attempt a come- 
back, Thompson said he is busy 
looking after his private business 
interests, publishing his paper, and 
bidding on Jekyl] Island. 

Former House Speaker Roy Har- 
ris, of Augusta, who managed Tal- 
madge’s 1948 campaign and who 
is mentioned as a potential guber- 
natorial candidate himself in 1950, 
likewise was busy publishing a po- 
litical paper, the Augusta Courier, 
and had no comment on the booms 
developing for new candidates. 

As speculation developed over 
candidates of various factions, 
however, the names of Lt.-Gov. 
Marvin Griffin, National Demo- 
cratic Committeeman Robert E)- 
liott, Compt.Gen. Zack Cravey, 
Highway Director Jim Gillis, and 
Rep. Charles Gowen were men- 
tioned. The question of Gov. = 
madg’s eligibility to run for Gov 
ernor in 1950 is still debatable.

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Win or Lose---Tax Revision Is a Must 


‘Regardless of whether the outcome 
of the April 5 referendum is affirmative 
or negdtiye, tax revision remains one of 
the most urgent problems of our State 
Government. 

Georgia’s tax structure, as we have 
seen from the reports of the Tax Revi- 
sion Commission, is merely a hodge- 
podge, top-heavy structure that has been 
added to through the years. 

There literally are hundreds of taxes, 
license fees, excises and other levies. This 
is so because politicians, who are our leg- 
islators, always have looked to the easiest 
way out. Being human, they have con- 
trived, when additional revenue was 
needed, to apply taxes which would bring 
the least outcry from the people. The re- 
sult has been hidden taxes here and dou- 
ble taxes there until it is difficult, if not 
impossible, for any business concern to 
ascertain exactly how much it pays to 
the State. 

This cumbersome structure is a big 
obstacle, in the way of attracting more in- 
dustries to the State. An industrial con- 
cern wants to know, in fact it must know, 
how much is expected of it in the way of

Rural Health--A Problem 


As has been shown so ably by Con- 
stitution Staff Writers Calvin Cox and 
Carl Broome, Jr., in a series of articles on 
these pages, the last of which appears 
today, the health problem in rural Geor- 
gia simmers down to two acute needs. 

Ine is the need for more hospital 
beds. The other is for more doctors. 

A survey has revealed that Georgia 
should have approximately 14,000 accept- 
able hospital beds to meet the require- 
ments of the population. Actually, about 
half that number are available. 

A similar shortage of doctors prevails. 
When Messrs. Cox and Broome were 
writing their series three counties in the 
State were without a doctor. Since that 
time the lone doctor in another county 
has died. The total now rests at four. 

Hospitals are, comparatively speak- 
ing, the bright spot in the rural health 
picture. The Hill-Burton Act provides 
Federal funds for one-third the cost of 
such facilities. The community furnishes 
another third and the State the final 
third. Georgia is eligible for $3,000,000 
of this aid each year and the necessary 
State appropriation was voted during the 
last session of the General Assembly. 

Already, 33 hospitals, enlargements 
and clinics have been approved for con- 
struction under the Act. About that 
many more are in the process of planning. 


tax payments before it can erect a plant. 
Moreover, there must be reasonable ex- 
pectation that there will not be sudden 
and drastic changes in the tax structure 
after the move once is completed. 

Georgia at present does not offer those 
advantages simply because we are rock- 
ing along on a tax structure that has, like 
Topsy, “just growed.” 

Many of the hundreds of tax levies now 
in effect bring in little or no revenue. 
They merely are nuisances that compli- 
cate the problem of doing business in the 
State. 

We believe Georgia can and should 
eliminate all but a few—and by that we 
mean less than a half dozen—forms of 
taxes. Ad valorem tax collections by 
the State should be eliminated altogether 
and left to the counties. 

That will open the door to more in- 
dustry. And more industry will bring 
greater wealth, which will in turn mean 
increased revenue for education and all 
other agencies of the State. 

Whether the expanded services refer- 
endum wins or loses, tax revision is a 
must for Georgia. 


All of which points to the end of the 
mule in Georgia. 

Incidentally, tractors are dangerous, 
too, and deserve to be treated with the 
same respect accorded the “hay burner” 
which they are gradually replacing.

But there is no comparable move un- 
der way to solve the other pressing need 
in behalf of rural health—more doctors. 

Mississippi, confronted with an 
equally urgent situation, has adopted a 
plan which Georgia would do well to 
study and perhaps emulate. It provides 
for a grant of $5,000 to medical students 
on the provision that upon graduation 
they practice in a designated area within 
the State. For each year of such prac- 
tice $1,000 is deducted from the debt. 
Where possible, the young doctor is 
given his choice of areas, but if that area 
happens to have sufficient doctors he 
must practice where his services are 
needed most. 

The Mississippi plan is comparatively 
new but it. is working well. And even- 
tually it will solve a problem that is al- 
most identical with that existing in Geor- 
gia. The plan is operated in co-operation 
with the Mississippi Medical Society. It 
applies equally to white and Negro stu- 
dents—in fact, there is no mention what- 
ever of race in the law establishing the 
arrangement. 

Georgia waited for the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s Hill-Burton Act before moving 
to put more hospitals in rural areas. Will 
we wait for Federal action, too, before at- 
tempting to relieve the shortage of 
doctors? 
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q Just One Rule 
For Meeting Problems 


Reading mail is wonderful. The letter- 
writers I occasionally envy, and for whom |] 
have an abiding pity, are those who know the 
answers. They are positive about what is wrong and right; they 
know what to do about the Russians, the British, the Communists, 
the Government, the Negro problem, the atom bomb—they know 
and they tell you and abuse you for not knowing and saying and 
doing what should be done. 

I don’t know. All the traveling I’ve done, around the world 
and up and down it, has taught me only how little I know and 
has caused me to know that uncertainty is the rule of life. The 
fixed mind arouses pity in me because I know what shocks and 
sorrows and dismays are ahead for it. 


All I try to 
So many 


I wish I knew the answers. I don’t. 
Answers do every day is not to deceive myself. 
persons indulge in that costly practice. 


A man can drive himself near to distraction thinking about 
the atom bomb. The Russians are working at it. I would guess a 
half million slaves are toiling and dying in uranium mines, piling 
up the supply so that Russian scientists may have enough of the 
metal on which to experiment and to manufacture. Those in the 
know say the Russians are two to five years away from it. 


Sécret There is no secret. Thousands of physicists know the 

Sgmees secret. All that is required is the building of ma- 
chinery and tools which will create the mechanism necessary to 
set in motion the process of fission. If it can be extended a thou- 
sandth of a second—the effect of the explosion is magnified a 
thousand times. So, within two years or five years, the decision 
as to whether Atlanta or Jacksonville or New York or Chicago or 
Los Angeles ceases to exist rests with the Politburo. You can start 
thinking that way and go mad, or at least reduce the mental proc- 
esses to one of neurotic melancholia. The answer? There isn’t one. 
We can just keep trying to work out some sort of association, or 
create a power which the Russians will accept or fear. Or we go 
to war. I distrust those foolish ones who say that what we ought 
to do right now is drop bombs on Russia ... as if the bombs were 
all. Have you ever thought what we’d do if we could conquer 
Russia in a month? How long would we be willing to pay the 
cost of occupying Russia—and keeping there a million or so troops? 
You see, it is unwise to let the mind run on and on. 


Problem I wish I could solve the Negro problem the way 

the letter-writers do. Some of the arguments puzzle 
me. To me those who use the “mongrelization” argument are the 
most distressing persons. Apparently, from their own views, and 
in their own minds, only a law prevents them from action. Are 
they speaking of their own desires, controlled only by law? Do 
they mean to insult everyone of both races? 


The North has been smart. They don’t have segregation laws. 
But they have segregation. They have it because people choose 
it and feel no onus of law. They open their universities to Ne 
groes, but only a few go and about 95 percent of the graduates 
have to come back to a segregated South to use their education. I 
go into this, inadequately, because of a very significant story which 
attracted almost no attention. The Supreme Court of the United 
States the other day reported itself ready to rule on segregation. 
I was fearful about it. But the sun rose the next day and has 


gone on rising ever since. 
Rule They will rule—sometime this year, I’d guess. That scares 
" me because if they rule against segregation we have no 
machinery to carry it out. I don’t think it would make any 
great difference in the pattern of our daily and personal lives. But 
it would make quite a difference in our economic life and for a 
while there would be chaos and disorder. If the court rules segre- 
gation legal, as it may do by strengthening its former decisions 
about equality of all facilities and of economic opportunity, it 
will bring even more chaos to the South—a fact difficult for some 
to grasp. Have any of our counties figured what it would cost

Friday Is ‘Temperance Day’ in Schools 


Next Friday, school children over the State will discuss how much candy they should eat be- 
tween meals, how much fattening foods they should eat, how many cigarettes they should smoke, and 
how much liquor they should drink. Why the dis cussion? It is Temperance Day—by State law—in 


the schools. 

Students who have begun the study of sex 
problems and courses in driving automobiles will 
take a scientific look at liquor and determine 
what effect it has upon the physical, mental, and 
spiritual life. While preachers, doctors, judges, 
athletic coaches, and State Troopers provide 
statistics and discussions, the students will look 
at the whole temperance picture, including over- 
eating. 


“Temperance education should begin 
when the child first gets a stomach ache 
from overeating,” says Mrs. Mary Dan 
Coleman, of the State Department of Educa- 
tion. State School Supt. M. D. Collins be- 
lieves the best results can come only from 
approaching the problem of intemperance 
from a scientific standpoint, just as one 
would any other phase of the cur- 
riculum. It should be eonsidered as a part 
of the Health Education program of the 
school and, as such, become a. vital part of 
the total school program. To approach the 
problem from any other basis is to make it 
purely propaganda, Collins says. 


State law requires that the nature of alcoholic 
drinks and narcotics be taught in schools. It 
requires that on Temperance Day at least two 
hours be devoted in the public schools to a pro- 
gram ich shall be educational in nature, 
“teaching the good of temperance and prohibition 
nen evils of intemperance and disobedience to 

w.” 


To further the program of temperance educa- 
tion, the State Department of Education has 
obtained the services of Norman Lovein, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Georgia Temperance League, 
as consultant for local schools. 


GOV. TALMADGE has informed Rep. Frank 
Myers, of Sumter County, that he will sign a 
measure tting cities and towns to close 
streets and alleyways, if Myers will revise his 
bill to permit the State Highway Department to 
approve such closings. Talmadge vetoed Myers’ 


measure passed by the recent General Assembly 
session. 

“Tf the State gave cities blanket authority to 
close streets, some city might get into a row with 
the State and proceed to close a State highway 
running through that town,” Talmadge said. “I 
have written Myers that if the Legislature passes 
a new bill permitting cities to close streets upon 
the approval of the State Highway Depart- 
ment, I will sign it.” 


DURING the Thompson administration, Tal- 
madge was critical of men who were members 
of the General Assembly—and thereby supposedly 
on an equal with the executive and judicial 
branches of the State government—also holding 
State jobs, and thus subject to the wishes of the 
Governor. Acting Gov. Thompson notified all 
such persons to resign either from the Legis- 
lature or their State jobs. Most of them quit 
the Legislature. 


Following the recent session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, two or three solons were 
picked for State jobs. They immediately 
quit their legislative posts. Thus it seems 
that the State government is holding to the 
policy of separating the membership of the 
legislative and executive departments. 


The actual restrictions on solons taking State 
jobs used to be tighter. They were eased up 
during the Arnall administration, when writers 
of the new Constitution said the State offices 
should not be prohibited from obtaining the 
services of a capable person simply because his 
legislative term had not expired. Thus, members 
could quit the Legislature and take State jobs; 
and there is a loop-hole which permits solons to 
take jobs from State departments (not from th 
Governor) without resigning. .

Lucas Smarts 
From First Failure 


WASHINGTON—After going through his first 

brush with Republicans and rebellious Southern 

5 Democrats in his new role as Majority Leader, 

Sen. Scott Lucas, of Illinois, is a wiser but disillusioned man. He 
has just taken a terrific beating at the hands of these elements. 


It was a bitter blow for him to lose the fight he w 
behalf of the Administration to change the Solace aan in a p hen 
to curb filibusters. What made it worse is that it was the first 
serious skirmish he has engaged in since taking over the majority 
leadership. No general likes to start out by losing his first battle. 


And what makes it doubly disappointing to him is that he started 
out with enough assurance of support to give him complete confi- 
dence in victory. As the battle progressed some of his recruits 
ran out on him. For this he blames the Republicans. The mistake 
he made, Sen. Lucas says, was in taking the Republicans seriously 
in their pledges of support. 


Promises To appreciate how the Majority Leader feels, it is 

necessary to go back to the beginning. In the cam- 
paign last Fall both major parties pledged themselves to tighten 
up the Senate rules on filibusters as a means of putting through a 
civil rights program. 


Sen. Taft, of Ohio, on behalf of the Republicans, had promised 
to take up the proposed rules change the first thing when the new 
Congress met. He felt compelled to make that commitment in view 
of the failure of the Republicans at the last session to break the 
Southern filibuster against civil rights legislation. The Democrats, 
or those outside the South, had pledged themselves to the same end. 


When the new Congress met in January, therefore, there were 
demands for going forward with plans for the rules change. Sen. 
Lucas was reluctant to start off the session on that plane, knowing 
that a heated fight would be waged by the Southern Democrats 
who wanted to keep the filibuster as a weapon to prevent passage 
of the civil rights program. 


Lucas wanted to delay starting the fight until more impor- 
tant parts of the President’s program were out of the way. It 
would be time enough, he thought, to take up the controversial 
matters after other things were disposed of. 


But the Republicans kept prodding him. They accused him of 
running out on the President’s pledge to do something about civil 
rights and the filibuster. They prodded him into action. Finally 
he agreed to bring up the Senate rules change on assurance that 


the Republicans would support him. 
Battle The battle was on. It raged for two weeks and more, 
with the Southerners putting on one of their best shows 
of oratorical endurance. Then Lucas sought to take a short cut by 
calling on Vice President Barkley to make a new ruling holding that 
a cloture petition applied to a pending motion, no less than a pend- 
ing bill. Had the Barkley ruling been sustained, it would have 
meant the end of the filibuster. 


But the Southerners took an appeal from the ruling of the 
chair. When the votes were counted it was found that enough 
Republicans had joined with the Southern Democrats to set aside 
the Vice President’s edict. That was the first tip-off to Lucas that 
the Republicans were running out on him. 


He was to get an even worse jolt when the new coalition of Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats came in with a compromise 
plan for changing the rules, which in effect closed the door tighter 
against invoking cloture petitions. It was the very opposite from 
what Administration forces had wanted. But the Republicans and 
the Southerners were able to put it over. 


Now Lucas is left holding an empty bag. It is worse than the 
bag he started out with, because it has had some big holes torn in it. 
Hence the Majority Leader is a sadder but wiser man. He muses 
meditatively: “Should have known I couldn’t trust those Repub- 
licans from the start. They ran out on me after pushing me into 
this fight. Next time I’ll know better.”

The streets are impassable, a mass of shov- 
ing humanity, engaging in confetti and per- 
fume battles. These latter are a comparative- 
ly recent innovation since a Brazilian per- 
fume manufacturer put on the market an 
aluminum atomizer which works on the order 
of the bug-bomb back home, squirting a thin 
stream of perfume as much as 10 feet. Since 
it utilizes an ether base, it is freezing cold 
when it strikes you. But that discomfort is 
short-lived. Not so, however, the odor which 
it leaves. Compared to Brazilian perfume, 
Hoyt’s colegne is an almost undetectable and 
fleeting fragrance. 


Every Brazilian has a costume which he wears 
during Carnival. The more affluent have several, 
of course, for the four-day period. The less for- 
tunate rely on the perfume. 


Peculiarly enough, more men than women go 
in for the fancy costumes. Particularly do they 
favor feminine attire. It is nothing to see an 
athletic club of huskies, dressed in Carmen 
Miranda fashion and painted in the accepted Max 
Factor tradition. These samba through the 
streets for hours at a time, accompanied only by 
a score of native tom-toms. 


Each year the government offers a prize for 
the best samba or marchinha and the song- 
writers strive for the fame and cruzeiros in- 
volved. They hold back their best efforts until a 
few weeks before Carnival and for a month or so 
beforehand, Brazilian disc jockeys give them a 
play. By Carnival time, three or four favorites 
have been established and, individually and in 
groups, Brazilians chant the insidious rhythm of 
their fancy. 


Thus far, except for the street vendors 
who do a land-office business in perfume 
sprayers, paper hats and confetti, Carnival 
has not been commercialized to any great 
extent although this year a thoughtful cham- 
ber of commerce erected a grandstand at an 
advantageous spot “for North American tour- 
ists.” 


One of the most peculiarly South American 
aspects of Carnival is the fact that no whiskey 
may be sold during its four-day tenure. The fine 
hotels are allowed to serve champagne and the 
honky-tonks beer, but hard liquor is prohibited. 
Even so, a number of citizens manage to run 
afoul of the law. They are lodged in jail, without 
charges, and held until Wednesday morning wheh 
they are released en masse without fine. 

Carnival, in short, combines all the features of 
Halloween, a bowl game and a Legion convention. 
By and large, the Brazilian’s lot has not been 
easy in the last few years, but, for four days at 
any rate, he is yet able jo forget his troubles and 
really let his hair down.

First ‘Citizen of the World’ 


Garry Davis does not look like a young man with a destiny. 

Glimpsing him shivering in the cold, heatless restaurant of a class-C hotel in 
the Montparnasse section of Paris, cupping his fingers around a little cup filled 
with thick, black coffee, absorbing its warmth, you would never have guessed 
that this was the Philadelphia musician’s son who renounced his American citi- 

last Summer in a flamboyant gesture in the American Embassy on the Champs Elysees and 
per se, a kind of Messiahgto the bewildered seekers after peace. 

He sat there huddled in a worn old khaki 
jacket, his boyish face stubbly with a day’s crop 
of reddish whiskers, and it was hard to imagine 
that this was the American who became the 
best-known Citizen of the World by that melo- 
dramatic gesture. 


Garry Davis is a kind of legend in Paris. 
He is a mark-up on the tickler system of the 
wire services, who flip up a date now and 
then with a note: “Find out what Davis is 
doing.” They call him up and ask him, file -- 
the story and forget about Davis until the 
next day the reminder comes up on the cal- 

. endar. 


He is not so easily dismissed by those who 
are discomfited by the short circuits his theory 
of world government suggests. Hard-bitten, 
practical politicians, who believe world fed- 
eration is a wonderful dream for a later day, 
but impossible now, are nonetheless impressed 
by the fact that Davis, unaided by money or 
power, has found himself, almost effortlessly, the 
unofficial leader of at least 150,000 active Fed- 
eralists in France and Paris, and an uncounted 
number in divers foreign lands. 

The Davis mail pours in. Mesages come in 
every language, from Persians to Hindu to Mexi- 
can to English. They bear tales of confusion, 
despair, hopelessness, idealism and almost every 
one begs for dynamic leadership. 

“All men want only peace,” they write. “All 
of us fear the same things, dream of the same 
security. Please tell us how we can achieve 
brotherhood.” ; 

This is quite a challenge to Garry Davis. 

Because, no matter how marked for history 
was this slender son of Eastern society’s musi- 
cian, Meyer Davis, he himself doesn’t believe it. 
He is utterly amazed at the role in which he has 
found himself and, to his credit, had dropped 
any signs of his erstwhile acting on the stage 
and conducts his life in utter simplicity and 
humility. ‘ 


“They say I’m inarticulate,” he says, 
smiling in apology, “and, you know, I believe 
Iam. I know I’m not really smart enough 
to know all the answers. But the more I 
think of it, the more I believe world gov- 
ernment is the only answer, and there are 
people who can work out the way it can 
be achieved.”

Three hundred and eighty citizens from 
60 communities, representing 57 civic, profes- 
sional, industrial, agricultural, religious and 

bor organizations, participated in drafting 
mmendations to the State Legislature, 
the Medical Association of Georgia, educa- 
tional systems, public hospitals and Georgia 
eitizens. 


The recommendations of the Better Health 
Conference were representativagof progressive 
medical thinking in Georgia. This is discernible 
in the roster of recognized planners who com- 
posed the Conference’s Steering Committee. They 
were: 

Dr. Edgar Greene, President, Medical Asso- 
ciation of Georgia; Charles Gillman, Director, 
Congress of Industrial Organizations; Miss Dana 
Hudson, President, State Nurses’ Association;

Past President, Medical Association of Georgia;

Dr. Lombard Kelly, Dean, University of Georgia

Stars in the great Verdi tragedy, “Otello,” which opens the 
Atlanta Metropolitan Opera season April 18 at Fox Theater 


tonished the world with his new 
opera. He showed that the crea- 
tive spirit which burned within 
him not only was still alive, but, 
if an¥thing, brighter than ever. 

Verdi, greatly daring, meas- 
ured skill with Shakespeare him- 
self. No other work on a Shake- 
spearean theme, and there have 
been many, has the greatness of 
“Otello,” except one which fol- 
lowed from Verdi himself, the 
matchless “Falstaff.” 

In writing the opera, Verdi 
had the librettist he wanted in 
Arrigo Boito, who was also the 
composer of Mefistofele. The col- 
laboration was one of the most 
fruitful in musical history, and 
the manner in which Boito com- 
pressed the five. acts of Shake- 
speare’s play and kept so close 
to the original language—a lan- 
guage he did not understand— 
has been the envy of librettists 
ever since. 

The first performance of the 
opera was given in 1887 in La 
Scala, Milan. The American pre- 
miere was given in 1888 at the 
Academy of Music in New York. 
After a period of several years 
during which the opera was not 
given, it was revived in 1911. 
Another revival was given in 
1937 following a second absence 
from the company’s repertoire. 

“Otello” was the season’s open- 
er this year for the Met in its 
regular New York season.

He goes into the castle, and Iago 
and Roderigo plan a conspiracy 
against Cassio and Otello, by 
which Roderigo hopes to secure 
Desdemona for himself and Iago 
hopes to gain revenge from 
Othello. The plotters join cther 
soldiers and induce Cassio to 
drink. When Cassio is drunk the 
plotters pick a quarrel with him, 
whereupon Cassio draws his 
sword, wounding Montano. Otel- 
lo, attracted by the noise, dis- 
graces Cassio and orders all to 
disperse, remaining alone with 
Desdemona for a long love 
scene. “Quando narravi” (When 
Thou Speakest).

SCENE—A room in the Castle 

The crafty Iago is advising 
Cassio, how to regain the favor 
of Otello, telling him that he 
must induce Desdemona to in- 
tercede for him. Cassio eagerly 
goes in search of Desdemona, 
while Iago gazes after him, sat- 
isfied with the progress of his 
schemes, and then sings the 
superb “Credo” (Otello’s Creed). 

Iago sees Cassio greet Desde- 
mona, and as soon as the young 
officer begins pleading with her 
to intercede for him, Iago runs 
in search of Otello, sowing seeds 
of jealousy in the heart of the 
Moor and bidding Otello to 
watch his wife well.

Some Planting ‘Supersitions 


By JANNELLE JONES McREE 

With Spring planting 
around the bend, don’t be 
ashamed of your supersti- 
tions. Your best friends 
have them, you know. You 
need no longer be a farming 
flop. Just lend an ear to 
these signs and watch your 


soil produce. 

If you plant corn on a full 
moon you'll have fine big ears 
and stalks that are just the right 
height. If, however, you dare to 
plant corn on a new moon, you 
‘will need a stepladder to climb 
the stalks all right, but when 
you reach the dizzy heights you 
will find all stalks and no ears, 
poor thing. 

Irish potatoes should be plant- 
ed on the dark of the moon, 
and since it is a well-known fact 
that Irish potatoes are sensitive 
souls, you must not skimp on the 
size of piece of Irish potato in 
planting. For if you do, they’ll 
resent it and out-skimp you. 
Another plant that prefers to be 
launched on the dark of the 
moon is the fragrant, unobtru- 
sive little onion, bless it. Rad- 
ishes, carrots and turnips are 
also moonless specials. 

If you want to be pointed out 
as a master farmer be sure to 
plant cotton and corn on the 
full of the moon.

Though the work appears to 
be based on scholarly research, 
it is unfortunately deficient in 
annotation that would satisfy 
the reader’s curiosity as to 
sources. Not that such a narra- 
tive biography should be bal- 
lasted with heavy footnotes on 
every page, but it is disconcert- 
ing for the author to introduce 
extended quotations from Ste- 
phenson’s contemporaries with- 
out letting the reader know who 
is speaking.

This 
was the man, truly “father of 
railways,” whose locomotives 
were used the world over and 
whose engineering services were 
sought by foreign nations.

If you have trouble starting 
your car on cold mornings, 
chances are 50-50 it is not the 
car’s fault. 


A thoroughly chilled and stiff 
engine needs careful — but not 
difficult — nursing. Before you 
turn the igniiton key, do these 
three things: 


1. Shift into neutral and step 
on the clutch to free the trans- 
mission and ease the engine 
turnover. | 


2. Work your foot up and 
down on the accelerator two or 
three times to pump gasoline to 
the manifold. This primes the 
engine so ignition will take place 
quickly. 

3. If your car has a hand- 
operated choke, pull it all the 
way out. 


Now turn the ignition key and 
step on the starter. If the engine 
starts good; but if it doesn’t re- 
spond in a second or two, take 
your foot off the starter, and 
try again. A number of short 
starter actions are much better 
than one long, grinding battery- 
depleting pull. 


When the engine starts, de- 
press the accelerator slowly to 
avoid flooding the engine. Push 
the choke three quarters of the 
way in, give the engine a few 
moments to warm up, then push 
the choke al] the way in. Never 
—never—race a cold motor, for 
it takes the oil a few seconds to 
reach all the moving parts.\

I tried several years ago to single out one movie which portrayed 
life in America as it is lived by an average American family. . 

I was surprised to find that there have been all too few.... Most 
of our movies, I found, portray gangsterism, illicit liquor traffic, 
the black market. They’re frivolous musicals which find their 
locale in the South Seas, or they’re concerned with some psychologi- 
¢al theme which makes us Americans look like a bunch of 
dimwits. 

» The “Andy Hardy” series of movies more closely paralleled life 
in America than any other theme ever put on celluloid There 
was the precocious youth, the fatherly father and the motherly 
mother. . . . The movies had real love interest and they painted 
life as it is in this great country. 

“Best Years of Our Lives” painted a picture of American life 
in its true spirit, but a postwar theme dated it. “The Human 
Comedy” also was dated by a ‘Sme., a story of prewar years in 
a country. 


‘Pride’ Was a Biography 

“Pride of the Yankees” was another which typified life as lived 
by one American. ... But that was a biography of one man. 

“Little Women,” which Metro recently has turned into a 1949 
prize winner, is another celluloid interpretation of a segment of 
American life. . But it is outdated as a current chapter in 
American life. 

Our way of living apparently is not attractive enough to provide 
us with screen entertainment. . We are forced to call upon 
gangster, psychological and gushy romantic thernes for plots for 
pictures. ... At least, Steve and his fans will find their task diffi- 
cult when they start looking for a typically American film. 

Andy, of the Hardy series, seems certain to be nominated.

On a Horse

COVINGTON—A colorful, red- 
Few: horse trainer in Western 
boots and a broad-brimmed Stet- 
son is riding the back roads of 
Newton County astride a beautiful 
golden palomino gelding, waging 
one of the most unique political 
campaigns in modern Georgia his- 
tory. 

He is Jack L. Wright, 46, ami-- 
able, ruddy-faced and grey-eyed, 
campaigning on horseback for the 
office of Sheriff of Newton Coun- 
ty. 

With his trick horse, El Nasik, 
Jr., Wright puts on shows at rural 
‘settlements and asks the people 
‘to vote for him. He puts on 
shows at the schools and asks 
the children to ask their parents 
‘te vote for him. 
| Political wiseacres hereabouts 
give him a good chance to win 
out in a field of eight candidates 
jin the April 5th election and make 
good this promise to ride E] Nasik, 
Jr., up the courthouse steps on 
victory day. 


| Although without previous poli- 


tical experience, the soft-spoken 
Wright, himself, has a quiet air 
of confidence about him. Like his 
‘daddy before him, he was born 
and raised in Newton County. 
And he has shoed horses and 
mules and doctored livestock for 
‘friends all over the County for 
‘years. He knows his people and 
they know him. 


| Furthermore, he wears no man’s 

collar, and believes the County 
‘needs “a good, clean man for 
Sheriff.” 


His friend¢ say he really fits 
the bill on that score. A sober 
family man and grandfather, who 
loves horses and dogs, Wright 
‘doesn’t smoke or chew, and drinks 
only “clear water.” He doesn’t 
even drink tea or coffee. 

“I am running alone,” he says 
cf his race for Sheriff. “I am hot 
being run by any one man nor 
any group of men. And if I am 
‘elected, I will not be obligated 
to anyone but the citizens of New- 
ton County.” 
| Describing himself as an ardent 
dry, Wright has as one of his plat- 
‘form planks a promise to crack 
‘down on the liquor traffic and 
drunken driving in Newton Coun- 
'ty where highway fatalities have 
‘reached scandalous proportions in 
recent years. 


Asked how such an obviously 
'mild-mannered man as he would 
| deal with criminals, Wright -re 
| Plied~ “I don’t. like to be tough, 
but I can be tough when I have 
‘to. Any man who can go into a 
corral and tame a vicious stallion 
ought to be able to handle a man 
in the right way.” 


Wright has had some law en- 
forcement experience as a sani- 
tary inspector, meat inspector and 
head of the dog-impounding de- 
}partment of the City of Coving- 
ton. And he is not without some 
‘knowledge of politics, as his father, 
| the late Joe W. Wright, was Treas- 
|urer and later Coroner of Newton 
‘County for years, 


It was from his father, a prac- 
‘tical veterinarian, that Wright got 
‘his love for horses even before he 
‘could walk. He has spent most of 
his life training and breeding 
horses and teaching people to ride. 

He trained El Nasik, Jr.’s sire, 
the original El Nasik, for Farnell 
Blair, of Decatur, and once rode 
that famed horse into an Ansley 
Hotel dining room in Atlanta to 
«ag a show for the Kiwanis 

ub. 


If he is elected April 5 to fill 
the unexpired term of the late 
Sheriff Grady Benton, Wright 
probably will be the first man in 
history whose horse helped him 
‘get elected. 


E] Nasik, Jr., seems to get a 
bang out of politicking. The hand- 
some golden horse either rides his 
master around the dirt roads, or 
travels with him in a trailer be- 
hind Wright’s jeep station wagon 
on long hauls. 

The animal is so smart he seems 
almost human, and Wright has 
trained him to dance, bow to the 
ladies, count, answer questions, 
drink out of a bottle, untie hand- 
| kerchiefs, retrieve windblown hats 
.and do almost anything. 


| El Nasik, Jr., even carries in his 
mouth a sign reading: 


“Vote for Jack Wright.” 

Ask the horse if his master is 
going to be the next Sheriff of 
Newton County, and the palomino 
will confidently nod his head.

HE parable of the good Samaritan, -told in 
T the tenth chapter of the Gospel according 

to St. Luke, should be read as sequel to an 
earlier incident which begins in Chapter IX, 
verse 52. 

The Samaritans and the orthodox Jews were 
not on good terms; with one another. The 
Samaritans were unorthodox chiefly in their at- 
titude toward the temple ih Jerusalem. Their 
holy place was on Mount Gerizim.

HF sky over Lisbon was dark and the rain 
T swished against the sides of the giant air- 

liner... It was early evening and the plane 
was coming down for a landing: in the Tagus 
River, off the Portuguese capital. 

Suddenly there was a loud cracking sound. 
Passenvers and crow felt a dragging at one of 
the wings. The bix ship dipped on its side and 
turned over. The lights of the town seemed to 
soar © ‘erhead. 

Then the plane plunged into the black waters. 

In a few seconds, a war-bound flight of 39 
USO entertainers had come to a tragic end. 
Twenty-four were drowned. The others, pas- 
senger: and crew members, were rescued.

Ja Froman vas kept a oat by Co-Pilot 
Burn, himself suffering from a severely injured 
back. Jane’s right arm was broken, both ankles 
and a shinbone were fracture! and three ribs 
smashed. 

Finally, hours after the crash, the exhausted 
and pein-numbed survivors had been removed 
to a hospital in Lisbon. Jane Froman’s husband, 
Don Ross, was reached in New York and.set out 
by clipper for Portugal. 

At the hospital, John Curtis Burn was Jane’s 
companion and comforter. He was at her side 
when she was wheeled into the operating room 
and he was the first to greet her when she came 
out. 

Then Don Ross arrived in Lisbon. A sketch 
writer and theatrical manager, Don had a gay 
word for everyone. Gypsy Markoff was particu- 
larly impressed. 

“We were all broke,” she said later, “and be- 
fore he left he lent me some money, insisting 
that I forget about it.” 

Jane and Don sailed for America two months 
after the crash. In New York, dactors advised 
amputation of Jane’s right leg.

His grand- 
father, Samuel Sanford, had been professor of 
music at Yale and his father had enjoyed a dis- 
tinguished Army career, retiring with the rank 
of Major. 

Henry Sanford, Jr., handsome and athletic, 
was a junior at Williams College when he met 
Rose Grosvenor Davis. Socialite observers 


beamed and agreed this was love at first sight, 

It was. Even without her qualifications as 
to family and social position, her beauty and 
her mischievous vivacity would have made her 
welcome at Newport and New York functions. 
She found in young Sanford, the serious—even 
solemn—qualities she needed as a foil. . 


HER parents, the Dudley Davises, traced the 
family line through Governor John Winthrop 
of Massachusetts. 

Two of her ancestors, Benjamin Baker and 
Jesse Davidson, had been cited for gallantry 
at Bunker Hill and another, Thomas Dudley, had 
been governor of Massachusetts feur times. 

The young couple waited until Henry, Jr., 
got his diploma from Williams and were mar- 
ried June 29, 1933, in St. James Episcopal 
Church, New York. The list of guests read like 
a prewar Who’s Who of Society. . 

Back from the honeymoon, they settled in 
a comfortable home in Timothy Lane, St: James, 
L. I. They had two children a year apart, 
Henry Sanford, II, and Caroline. 

Theirs was the completely happy home — 
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for a while. Then the first of a series of grim 
shadows crossed *the path of Henry Sanford, 
Jr. Little Henry, the first born, fell seriously 
ill. Specialists examined, consulted, and shook 
their heads. The nature of the malady was 


never made public, but it was deemed advisable 


to place the baby in a sanitarium. 

The separation robbed Rose Sanford of her 
vivacity, her happiness and, finally, her health, 

On May 29, 1938, a month short of her 
fifth wedding anniversary, she decided that to 
her life wasn’t living. 
While Henry Sanford, Jr., was 
in the village buying the morn- 
ing papers, Rose wandered 
into his “trophy room,” where 
he kept on proud display a col- 
lection of firearms.

Dudley Davis, Jr., walked to an open window 
of the family apartment in New York’s Park 
Avenue—and hurled himself out into space to 
die suddenly and alone.

HAT was his way. Rose rejected it and lay 

down on her bed, with the revolver in her 
hand. Her husband was reading the papers 
downstairs when he heard the shot. When he 
reached her side his wife was unconscious, the 
gun had tumbled to the floor: and the bullet 
had entered her left side, near the heart. 

Sanford summoned Dr. Frank E. B. McGil- 
very of near-by Smithtown, but there was noth- 
ing he could do except to issue a statement to 
the effect that the patient died within the hour 
withoyt regaining consciousness, 

Sanford, the widower, sought to lose himself 
in varied activities, turned finally to the idea 
of editing a magazine deveted to hunting, horses 
and outdoor sports generally. 


Through this activity he met Miss Ruth 
Yarrow Ryan. Their interest in riding and 
other sports frequently brought them together. 

That they should fall in love was a circum- 
stance that might have been ordained by fate, 
which seems to have had the pattern already 
prepared. . 

Ruth Ryan was equally at home in the draw- 
ing room or in the saddle. Like the first Mrs. 
Sanford, she had wit, beauty and spirit; like 
her predecessor, she came from a socially im- 
portant family. 

Her father, William J. Ryan, was vice-presi- 
dent of a firm that published dictionaries. Some 
of their friends insisted they had a common 
bond in this connection, pointing out that San- 
ford was descended, on his mother’s side, from 
Webster of dictionary fame. It was an errone- 


ous contention. Young Sanford’s mother was. 


a descendant of Daniel, not Noah, Webster. 
Henry Sanford, Jr., and Ruth Yarrow Ryan 
were married in her parents’ fashionable New 
York home on Sept. 1; 1939, and once again 
prominent society leaders attended the ceremony. 


AFTER the honeymoon, Sanford again elected 
to live on Long Island and, again, the town- 
site selected was St. James. The couple opened 
Brookshot, on Harbor Road, not far from the 
house where Rose Sanford had ended her life. 
Henry Sanford, III, whose protracted illness 
had cast a blight on the first Sanford home,

died while the new household was being estab- 
lished. Caroline went to live with her fath 
and her stepmother. 7 
Their mutual happiness reached,its peak 
when Suzan was born and Caroline took over 
the role of big sister.

Then came Pearl Harbor and World War II. 
Henry Sanford, II, immediately signed up 
with the Suffolk County Defense Council and 
took an active part in its administration. As 
the Japanese successes continued, however, he 
became dissatisfied with the part he was playing. 
After all, he was an excellent marksman, he 
was in excellent physical condition and he was 
a young man mentally equipped to lead other 
young men in combat.

Then followed family discussfons over whether 
or not it was proper for him to volunteer. After 
all, some of his :felatives reasoned, he was a 
family man. He had his responsibilities, what 
with his wife and his two children. ° 

’ Henry Sanford, Jr., won the argument and 
went ahead with his plans to serve as an officer 
in the Marine Corps. On Feb, 18,.1942, he left 
his outwardly placid, inwardly turbulent home 
on Harbor Road and headed for Washington, 
where his father then lived, to seek his aid 
and his advice. |

JN the first tragedy, he had merely gone to the 

village for the papers and Rose Sanford had 

hurried her preparations for death, In this case, 
Ruth Ryan Sanford had plenty of time. 

She wandered through the downstairs rooms 
into the nursery where the children—her own 
and the one she had come to regard as her own 
— were taking their naps. 

Then, consciously or unconsciously, she fol- 
lowed a familiar pattern. She sauntered into the 
trophy room and surveyed her husband’s col- 
lection of rifles and revolvers. 

The first Mrs. Sanford had selected a revol- 
ver. The second Mrs. Sanford,- more of the 
“outdoor type,’ looked for some weapon suit- 
able to the role she had played, and picked up 
a .22 calibre rifle. | 

Its barrel concealed in a fold of her dressing 
gown, Ruth Sanford carried the weapon past the 
maids without detection, gave orders pertaining 
to. the evening meal and then announced that 
she was retiring to rest before dinner. 

Upstairs; the same familiar pattern was 
followed. She lay down on the bed, the rifle 
in her hand, and possibly reviewed the life and 
the last steps of her predecessor in the Sanford 
household, The muzzle of the unwieldy weapon 
was placed in the same spot — the left side near 
the heart — and the trigger pulled. 

There was one difference. Rose Sanford 
had dropped the gun to the floor, had fallen into 
unconsciousness immediately. Ruth Sanford,

stronger, remained conscious after the shot; 
had the strength to summon a maid and to 
hand her the rifle. 

Otherwise, the pattern was followed out 
closely. The same physician, Dr. McGilvery, 
was summoned. The end was the same — al- 
though in the second case the end was longer 
coming, by several hours and an emergency op-- 
eration was performed. 

The rest is anti-climax. Two years later, in 
May, 1944, Henry Sanford II entered into his 
third marriage. The bride was Mrs. Anna 
Nicodemus Holmes, also socially prominent. 


SHE was aware of the pattern of the Sanford 

marriages, but she was confident that her 
love and her devotion would break the skein of 
tragedy, would overcome the handicap and heal 
the wounds left over by the two suicides. 

Hers was a winning fight — for four years. 
Then, last summer, the third marriage of Henry 
Sanford, Jr., ended. Not with a smoking gun, 
the clanging of the ambulance and wail of the 
police siren, but in the divorce courts.of Reno. 

She won her decree with the charge of cru- 
elty. Henry Sanford, Jr., still under 40, still 
wealthy and handsome, was left free to ponder 
the fates and the chain of events that had sin- 
gled him out for repeated heartbreaks.

CRUEL act was committed by Guy B. 
A Magley, his wife Mary charged in a Los 

Angeles divorce court, when he hung the 
pictures of his four glamorous ex-wives above 
the bedstead and insisted that they were not to 
be taken down, — 

He inflicted further suffering, she contended, 
by continuously contrasting her own appearance 
with their obvious beauty. ' 

The judge granted her divorce, which was 
uncontested. ' 

Mary Magley’s case serves to illustrate the 
broad interpretation that can be, and freqyently 
is, put on the grounds “extreme cruelty” on 
which so many divorce decrees are based——par- 
ticularly in California. 

The presiding. judge uses his own discretion 
in ruling what causes mental or physical 
anguish, and in the Golden State, recent ob- 
servers have pointed out, the court often finds 
quite minor offenses cruel. 

In contrast, proof of severe physical violence 
could not win a decree in New York. State, where 
the only ground for divorce is infidelity. 

Four other states—Alabama, Maryland, New 
Mexico, Virginia—and the District of Columbia 
do not recognize cruelty as a valid reason for 
dissolving marriage ties. 

In Corpus Christi, Tex., however, a sympa- 
thetic magistrate ruled that a husband, who pre- 
vented his wife from telling him at length just 
what she thought of him, was guilty of mental 
cruelty. ' 

Mrs. Flo Ellen Pfeiffer had complained to the 
court that her hard-of-hearing mate always shut 
off his hearing aid when she started her side of 
an argument. Mr. Pfeiffer did not appear to 
deny the accusation and the judge awarded Mrs. 
Pfeiffer a decree. 

A Detroit judge granted a divorce to Mrs. 
Mildred M. Buzzio on the ground of mental 
anguish when she charged that her husband’s 
conduct had upset her so much that her bowling 
score dropped from 115 to 85. Albert Buzzio had 
accused her, she said, of staying out late and 
running around with other women when she was 
with her team. 

There was cruelty on the part of a truck 
driver. David McPherson Edwards, Jr., a San 
Francisco Superior Court ruled, when he wore 
his hat in the house and, on occasion, ate sauer- 
kraut and milk in bed. Winifred Edwards was

: Milton Maral, another Californian, slapped his 
wife Doris because she misplayed a bridge hand, 
she told the Alameda Superior Court.

Doris Maral was granted an interlocutory de- 
cree. 

There were fisticuffs in the case of Robert H. 
Smith of Erie, Pa., he alleged when he sought 
and won a divoree. His wife didn’t stop at slap- 
ping but kicked him too, he claimed, all because 
he couldn’t learn to dante the polka. The result 
of this mistreatment, according to Smith, was a 
25 pound loss in weight. 

Alphas S. Storey of Rutland, Mass., had a 
terrible temper, her husband told a Worcester 
probate judge. Sometimes she just threw things 
with remarkable aim but there was a day, he 
alleged, when her fury led her to grab a pair of 
scissors and cut the legs off:all the trousers he 
owned except the pair he was wearing. 

After nine years of marriage Alphas’ disposi- 
tion had changed to the point of cruelty, he 
charged. Alphas said nothing and the judge 
awarded Edward Storey a decree. 

Another mistreated husband, according to 
judicial opinion, was Ellis M. Smith, of Royal 
Oak, Mich. 

In*his divorce complaint before Circuit Judge 
George B. Hartrick, of Pontiac, Smith charged 
that his wife would not let him raid the icebox. 
In fact, he said, he always had to get her per- 
mission before he couJd have anything to eat. 
He, too, was granted a decree on the grounds of 
cruelty. .

Solomon W., Laykin, a Beverly Hills (Calif.) 
jeweler, made a great show of generosity before 
friends by giving his wife expensive gems 
and ornaments, she testified in divorce court. 
re ce gas there even was a $1,000 check, she 
said. 

When the judge asked the complaining wife 
what possible cause for suffering or mental 
anguish there could be in such behavior she ex- 
plained that invariably when the guests went 
home her husband took back his gifts and tore 
up the checks. Wasn’t that cruel? 

The court answered in the affirmative by 
granting her divorce. 

De Weight Claxton, of Los Angeles, was just 
plain stingy, according to the charges of his wife 
Bernice who won her: divorce on the complaint 
that he even made her unscrew the light bulbs 
in their home to save wear on the switches. 

When Mrs. Maxine Mayther of Spokane, . 
Wash., complained that her husband Robert did 
nothing but listen to kid programs on the radio, 
specifying one cowboy program as his idea of 
the height of entertainment, the presiding judge 
ruled “ample grounds” for divorce. 

Unfairness figured in the cruelty charge of 
Mrs. Elsie Eberhardy, of Chicago, who explained 
in court that all she wanted in- the first place 
was an even chance. 

When her husband played poker with the 
boys he would lose his whole paycheck, she com- 
plained, but when he played with her he set a 
three-cent limit. 

The judge had nothing to say about helping 
Mrs, Eberhardy to get in on the high stakes, but 
he did give her a decree. —

HE was henna-haired and wired for sound 
S and if a group of New Orleans bookies ever 

catch up with her, they'll gladly pay her 
fare, one-way, on a slow boat to China. 

Why? Because in a recent walkie-talkie 
swindle perpetrated on a number of Louisiana 
horse parlor operators she was the cause of it 
all—assisted by her old-fashioned Gay Nineties 
bustle. 

New Orleans is the horse players’ Paradise. 
Within a two-block radius of the Fair Grounds 
race track alone there are a score of wire.rooms. 

Each of these was favored last December 
by a visit from a red-haired woman, hard-of- 
hearing, as her earphone hearing aid plainly 
told. She carried a large handbag in which 
_she was constantly poking around for some- 
thing, without much success. 

Each day, she would honor a different wire 
room with a visit. She would ask bystanders 
for advice about horses and cup a hand to the 
ear on which was fastened her hearing device. 

More than one frequenter of the horse rooms 
remarked that the bookies were not helping their 
own racket much when they not only allowed a 
poor, defenseless woman to frequent their estab- 
lishments but took her money. The redhead 
had a habit of going up to a betting window just 
2 the loudspeaker in the joint blared, ““They’re 
O yrs 

“Hold it!” she would command, seeming to 
go all to pieces as she fumbled in her bag for 
her money. Other customers, taking advantage 
of the delay in the call she had caused, would

rush up to the windows to get*>down late bets 
and she would step aside, embarrassed, as she 
plumbed the depths of her bag, hunting for the 
elusive cabbage. ss 

Finally, she would come up with it and bet 
a chunk on a horse, just as the impatient caller 
was about to give up waiting for her. Almost 
always her horse won. 

: Mme. Redhead played one-day engagements, 
picking a new poolroom for her operations each 
afternoon. This went on until December 20 
when a New Orleans publication announced: 

“A racing service today sent out a warning 
to 1ts news service subscribers to refuse all bets 
after post time. It was learned that a group of 
gamblers had stationed lookouts in.or near the 
race track equipped with walkie-talkies. As 
soon as the winning horses flashed over the line 
the lookout radioed the gamblers... . It was 
reported that bookies were taken for $12,000 
last week by the gamblers’ scheme.” 

After this notice appeared, the operators of 
horse parlors near the Fair Grounds, ordinarily 
keen rivals, began checking up with one another 
The information thus collected revealed that. 
instead of a group of gamblers, only the red- 
haired woman and her walkie-talkie confederate

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at the track were in on the smart swindle. 

The hearing aid device which “the'poor deaf 
woman’ used brought her a running account 
of the race, the radio receiving apparatus and 
battery being concealed in her bustle. She was 
usually able to stall at the window until the 
horses were in the stretch. Sometimes, naturally, 
the horse she bet on lost but usually she had 
her money on a sure thing. She vanished from 
the Fair Grounds neighborhood on December 20. 

Joseph R. (Treetop) McFadden, the canny 
Scot who bucked the General News Bureau when 
it was trying to corner the poolroom wire sefv- 
ice field, was one of the pioneers in the use of 
portable radio transmission and receiving sets to 
send information from the track. 

General News Bureau had bought the excli- 
sive rights to send wire information from Fair 
Grounds for $300 a day, but “Treetop,” so called 
because he used to post men with powerful field 
glasses in trees commanding a view of the track 
to call the races for his service, didp’t let a 
little thing like this deter him. 

McFadden, a big time operator, had laid 4 
cable from Louisville to New Orleans for his 
private service. McFadden made such a nuisance 
of himself that when other interests bought out 
General News Bureau, they settled with him 
for a huge sum to get him out of the way. 

Today, the biggest racket in connection 
horse racing is the numbers game. In New 
Orleans, the payoff is based on certain digits of 
the total of the mutuel payoffs for the first three 
races at some distant track. A few years 48? 
this game was exposed as rigged. | 

It was found that a long distance call was 
made to an official of the pari-mutuel depart 
ment at the track designated, every racing day; 
and the man on the other end informed as 1 
what numbers would be: satisfactory for 
payoff. Of course the numbers selected were 
those that had the smallest play in New Orleans. 

By manipulating the pari-mutuel figure 
Slightly, the confederate at the track was able to 
insure the New Orleans racket barons agaims 
being hit hard by a winning number.

A dispatch from Paris quoted her as sayir® 
that she had invested more than $100,000 in a 
German-controlled bank in Monte Carlo in July, 
1944, to keep the Germans from taking her 
husband to Germany. 

“Do you mean that this investment in the 
bank was a sort of blackmail payment—or ran- 
som—to keep the Germans from arresting and 
deporting your husband?” she was asked. 

“You have the idea exactly,”’ was the answer. 

“My husband is 67 years old, and a sick 
man,” Mrs. Gould continued. “If he had been 
put in a concentration camp, it would have been 
his death. The date of the transaction was July 
21, when the Americans were already sweeping 
through France, and the Germans were pulling 
out.” 

Even after she had made the payment, she 
said, she was not sure the Germans could be 
trusted—and she planned to have Gould kid- 
naped with the aid of the French Forces of the 
Interior. 

“TI was in Paris at the time,” she said. “Four 
members of the FFI and a physician started 
south, but at Aix-en-Provence the FFI stopped 
them, telling them that an allied landing in the 
south was imminent.” 

She added that she had helped to finance the 
FFI operations while the leaders were awaiting 
funds from abroad. 

Two weeks later, when Gould himself was 
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A $400,000 Lawsuit May Pro- 
vide a Clue to the Mystery of 


interviewed at Nice, he was quoted as saying 
that he knew nothing about his wife’s financial 
transactions because she handled her own money. 
His own funds in France, he said, were blocked 
when the Germans entered Paris, and his ac- 
count in a Paris bank was taken over by the 
Nazis in the name of a German. Later, when 
the United States entered the war, his American 
funds were blocked. 

Gould was quoted as saying that the Ger- 
mans, who regarded him as French because of 
his long residence in France—despite the fact 
that he retained his United States citizenship— 
questioned him many times. Yet he told nothing 
of his life during the Nazi occupation, nor of 
how he had escaped unscathed. 

* * * 


There the mystery of Frank Jay Gould’s 
experiences with the Nazis rested for almost 
three years. 

In July, 1948, a French woman, Mme. A 
Vilbert de Sairigne, member of a miemihaaiet 
French family, who assisted the French Under- 
ground, wrote the latest chapter in the story 
with a suit in Federal Court in New York City 

She asked the court to force Gould to honor 
a check for $400,000 drawn by Gould on a New 
York bank. He had given her the check on 
Feb. 20, in Juan les Pins, she said, in return 
for her services in hiding him from the Nazis— 
and had later stopped payment on it.

N THE palace of Seleucuc Nicator, King of 

Syria, young Prince Antiochus lay mysteri- 

ously ill, Every day he grew more pale and 
weak, until finally the court physicians admit- 
ted they did not know what had befallen him 
or what to do about it. 

“We give up,” they told the King. 

“But I do not give up,” the King said, and 
he summoned Erasistratus, the Greek-Egyptian 
physician of Alexandria, Egypt. 

That, wise man, the physician from Alex: 
andria, disclosed then, 2,500 years ago, that he 
was versed in what is known today as one of 
the newest branches of modern healing—psycho- 
somatic medicine. The theory behind psycho- 
somatic medicine is that the emotions have 
much to do with many physical conditions. 


He watched the Prince faithfully and ob- 
served that the Prince’s pulse grew fast and he 
blushed when beautiful Stratonice, one of the 
youngest of the King’s wives; entered the room. 

“Your Majesty,” the physician reported, 
‘neither herbs nor diet can cure Prince Antio- 
chus. He is enamored of Queen Stratonice.”’ 

That was his diagnosis—love-sickness, the 
effect of the mind upon the body. After that, 
the cure was not difficult. 

The King divorced his young wife and sanc- 
tioned her marriage to his lovelorn son. Al- 
though it is certainly open to condemnation by 
modern standards of morality and-would not 
be sanctioned today by any reputable physician, 
the cure was complete. 

Ancient records, citing other cases of early 
physicians, reveal that thousands of years ago 
medical men were laying-some of the corner- 
stones of modern medicine. 

This is brought to mind by the New York 
Academy of Medicine’s recent acquisition of one 


The Oldest Document of Its Kind - 
Shows That the Egyptians of 2500 
Years Ago Had a Surprising Knowl- 
edge of the Functions of the Body 


of the most famous medical 
books of ancient Egypt. It 
was received from the New 
York Historical Society and 
the Brooklyn Museum, and it 
is called the Edwin Smith 
Papyrus. 

This papyrus (writing 
paper made by the ancient 
Egyptians from the papyrus 
plant) is 16 feet long and 13 
inches wide and is inscribed 
in pictorial symbols. The 
document, named for the 
man who brought it to this 
country, describes surgical 
treatments of 40 patients. 


It was copied from a 2 : 
treatise 1,000 years old, the —_— 
original having been’ in- ea 
scribed 1,550 years. before 
Christ. 

In it occurs, for the first 
time in known medical litera- 
ture, the word for brain. Its 
physician-author says: “The 
control of the movements of 
the lower limbs is localized 
in the brain.” 


The most important medi- 
cal works surviving from an- 
cient Egypt are four. These tia 
include the Papyrus Ebers in 
Leipzig, the Berlin medical 
papyrus in the national mu- 
seum at Berlin, the Hearst 
medical papyrus presented to 
the University of California 
by the late Mrs. Phoebe Apperson Hearst, mother 
of William Randolph Hearst, and the new Edwin 
Smith papyrus. 

Of these, the Edwin Smith papyrus is the 
oldest. Then come the Hearst and Ebers papers. 

The story goes that Edwin Smith came upon 
this papyrus by chance, since it happened to be 
mixed with materials of little importance. 

Today experts are convinced that the Edwin 
Smith papyrus is the oldest authenticated medi- 
cal document in the world. 

Not only does this ancient document describe 
the human brain, but also it presents an indl- 
cation that the ancient Egyptians knew that the 
brain is the center of nervous control in the 
body. The most important observations in this 
papyrus are those dealing with skull fractures, 


- 
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The treatment of fractures of the skull by 
the ancient Egyptians was just about the same 
conservative technic that is followed in most 
cases today. The surgeons of ancient Egypt went 
about their work scientifically and were not con- 
cerned with ancient. beliefs as to peculiar spirits 
that inhabited the human body. 


Many: of the cases deseribed in this papyrus 
deal with sword cuts and fractures. 


The ancient surgeon who wrote the book 
divided all cases into three kinds: Those he 
would treat, those he would try to cure, and 
those he would let alone. In 16 out of 56 cases 
that are listed in the papyrus, he decided to let 
them alone rather than to try to treat them. 

The papyrus makes it clear that these ancient 
Egyptians had adhesive plasters for drawing 
together wounds and that they actually stitched 
wounds. They knew about splints and they 
knew how to take care of dislocations. 


» These ancient papers also describe various 
drug preparations which were used, most of 
them decoctions of vegetables and plants. The

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Ebers papyrus is said to contain the formulas for 
some of the cosmetics used by Cleopatra. 
One of the most remarkable facts about the 


Edwin Smith papyrus is the conclusion of Prof... 


James Henry Breasted, formerly a professor in 
the University of Chicago, and a great:authority 
on Egyptology, as to how this papyrus survived 
until modern times. 

The Edwin Smith papyrus turns out to be 
an outline of material from three sources, two 
of which were simply medical magical rubbish. 

Evidently some ancient doctor who gained 
control of the papyrus copied those sections 
which dealt with surgery and external medicine, 
leaving a page blank and thereafter adding 
worthless material dealing with witchcraft and 
magic. : 

One of the last sections included recipes “for

They 
laid this roll of medical information in his coffin 
with him and there it lay for 3,500 years. 

‘hen some modern descendants of that old 
Egyptian*quack, searching the tombs for salable 
plunder, found the roll beside the body of their 
ancestor and saw in it, to use the words of Pro- 
fessor Breasted, “‘prospects of gain.” 

Before selling it to Mr. Edwin Smith in 
January, 1862, they wrapped it in and glued it 
to an inferior papyrus of a much later date. 

This inferior papyrus consisted of nothing 
but indiscriminate medical rubbish. Neverthe- 
less, they thought it was more valuable than the 
older one because it was less tattered. 

When Edwin Smith examined the papyrus he 
recognized the fraud and realized that he Had in 
his possession the fragments of a precious 
medical book, - :

HEN JOHN F. NOXON was a little boy 
in Pittsfield, Mass., the first blow fell. 


His father, a prominent lawyer, af- 
flicted with failing eyesight, fell beneath a trol- 
ley car and lost both his legs. During the last 
nine years of his life, the father’s eyesight grew 
steadily worse, until toward the end he was to- 
tally blind. John was with him when he died. 

John was in his sophomore year at Harvard, 
preparing to follow his father’s profession, when 
World War I took him overseas as a second 
lieutenant. He came back a captain, with an 
excellent combat record and a permanent heart 
condition resulting from his being gassed. 

He had gone away an affable, smiling youth. 
He returned with sharp, bitter eyes and a brood- 
ing arrogance. He passed old friends in the street 
without a word. They said he was-a psycho- 
neurotic, that he had “turned in ‘on himself.” 

He re-entered Harvard, won his B.A. degree 
and mastered the four-year law course in three 
years. He was a competent lawyer. He estab- 
lished a good practice in Pittsfield. 

He married the lovely Margaret Swift, friend 


of his boyhood and daughter of a distinguished 


physician. A son was born, 

Then another blow struck. Noxon, in the full- 
ness of his young manhood, contracted infantile 
paralysis. It left him wasted and crippled, able 
to walk only with the aid of two canes. 

Nevertheless, he persevered in his profession 
and became one of Pittsfield’s most successful 
corporation lawyers. By 1943 his position 4n the 
community was firm. 

His son was in an expensive prep school, his 
wife a social leader, his services in demand, his 
home an extensive estate. Yet many in Pittsfield 
considered him a hard, unfriendly man, soured 
on the world. 

It was early in that year that another son, 
Lawrence, was born to the Noxons. He was ap- 
parently a normal baby, but at the age of five 
months the terrible truth was brought home to 
father and mother. 

The vacant eyes; the loose lips, the wavering 
attention—these, said the doctors, were the 
marks of a Mongoloid child. Lawrence, it 
seemed, was doomed to a tragic life of hopeless 
mental deficiency. , 
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What passed through Noxon’s mind in tha 
next month was not revealed. His father’s tres: 
edy, his war travail, his crippled condition “ 
had left a lasting impression on him. But

For two years Noxon sat in the death house 
at Charlestown, Mass., while his counsel, 


Massachusetts Governor Joseph Ely, fought to 


circumventehis electrocution. 


Margaret Noxon never despaired. To those - 


who approved the jury’s verdict, she said quietly: 
“You don’t know how John has suffered.” 


Court action followed court action. In 194 
Governor Maurice J. Tobin (now Secretary of 
Labor) commuted the death penalty to life im 
prisonment. 

In December, 1948, Governor Robert J, Brad- 
ford, Tobin’s successor, commuted the sentence 
to from six years to life, making Noxon eligible 
for immediate parole. 

On January 7 of this year John F. Noxon 
walked out of Norfolk Prison Colony a 
free man. Margaret was there to meet 
him. They fell into each other’s arms. 

Margaret had already paved the way. 
She had sold the Pittsfield estate and 


fishing village of Quinebog, Conn. 
They went there together. 
“I am blessed with the greatest wife 

a man could have,’ Noxon said, in a 
" recent interview. . “What will I do? I 
don’t know. I must do something, I 
am only 52. But it is doubtful I shall 
ever again enter public law.” 

The lines of his face were deeper, yet, 
someliow, softer. 

“T have developed a sympathetic in- 
terest in the problems of the other men 
in prison,” he said. “I would like to do 
something for them. It was the old 
timers—those who'd been in for 3 
years or more---who cheered me up. I 
have come to know my fellow man 
better.’” 

He smiled at his wife. 
She smiled at him. 
They closed the cottage door.

OR four wild, dangerous years, Captain Bill 

McCoy, King of the Rum Runners, pursued 

a golden dream over the gray, storm-swept 
waters of the Atlantic. 

A bold dream it was—a dream of wealth, 
and of long, lazy years sailing the South Seas 
with the “girl” who had captured his heart: The 
lovely, graceful schooner Arethusa. 

To win that dream he dared death in many 
forms—to win it he defied his country’s law. 
And in the end... 

* + # < 

“The Real McCoy” they called him, in the 
days when his ships brought genuine liquor to 
the infamous “Rum Row” off the New York 
and New England shores—and the time was to 
come when he himself believed that he had 
originated the phrase. , 

Researchers into the origins of American 
slang have found evidence that the phrase was 
current long before Bill McCoy sailed his car- 
goes of whiskey from Nassau, or from the 
French islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon, 400 
miles off the coast of Nova Scotia. 

But that wouldn’t have bothered Bill McCoy. 
His pride was that the liquor he smuggied in 
was always trustworthy 
—was always “the real 
McCoy,” no matter how 
much it afterwards might 
be cut, or diluted, by the 
bootleggers who bought 
it from him. 


As a boy Bill spent two 
years aboard the mer- 
chant marine training 
ship, Saratoga, graduat- 
ing at the head-of his 
class. In 1900, the family 
moved to Florida. from 
Philadelphia and after a 
time Bill and his brother 
Ben built beats near their 
Holly Hill home— includ- 
ing a 107-foot houseboat, 
Hibiscus, for John Wana- 
maker, and Frederick W. 
Vanderbilt’s big Beach- 
comber, launched in 1915. 

Things hadn't been 
going too well at the ship- 
yard, however, when Bill 
had a caller one day in 
1920—a flashy, prosper- 
ous appearing individual 
that Bill remembered as 
an indifferent .fisherman. 


“How'd you like to 
make $100 a day?’ his 
visitor asked. 
Prohibition was well 
established. Many people 
were willing to pay fan- 
tastic prices for a drink, 
and the former fisherman 
had a schooner to carry 
liquor from Nassau to At- 
lantic City. He wanted Bill to be the skipper. 
Bill turned down that offer. But the lure 
of quick, easy money fascinated him. He went 
to Gloucester, and bought the first of his rum 
schooners, the Henry L. Marshall, for $16,000. 
He had just completed the deal when he saw 
the Arethusa —the ship of his dreams. His 
heart stood still as she sailed into the harbor, 
“like a great lady entering a room.” Into his 
heart she sailed, never to leave it. 
He couldn’t buy her then. But he did not 
forget her. , 


IS first business was a contract to sail 1,500 

cases from Nassau to an American port at 
$10 a case. 

“The Coast Guard cutter won't bother you,” 
he was told. ‘“We’ve got protection.” 

Captain Bill and the Marshall reached an 
inlet at night, and began to unload into a lighter 
which met them there. 

As they worked, they saw the cutter’s navi- 
gation lights approaching. 

“Don’t worry,” Bill was told. “It’s O.K.” 

And, as Bill told the story, it was. The cut- 
ter turned from her course, passed directly by 
them—and sailed on into the night. Bill had 
$15,000 for his trip, and realization of his dream 
seemed ridiculously easy. 

It seemed that fate was on his side, too, 
when, a short time later, a group asked him to 
bring in 5,000 cases from Nassau. 

“Get yourself a ship that will take it all in 
one trip,”” they told him. 

Bill said they’d have to help him with the 
purchase price. 

“Write your check, and we'll sign it,” they

He painted her a glistening white, he fitted 
her out like a yacht —and he placed her in 
British registry. He changed her name to 
Tomoka, and later, as that name became too 
well known, to Marie Celeste, but she was always 
the Arethusa to him. 

‘ive thousand cases she could carry—$50,000 
a trip. A man could put those figures on paper, 
and tell himself how soon he waquld have enough 
to retire, 


T= were some troubles, of course. The Mar- 
shall, in charge of one of Bill’s captains, 
was seized by the government with 1,500 cases 
aboard, and towed into New York City. A 
grand jury indicted both Bill and his brother, 
Ben, Who handled the shore contacts for him. 

From that time on, the Treasury agents 
were always on his trail. Bill many times 
slipped in and out of the country, using vari- 
ous disguises, and on several occasions narrowly 
averted capture. 

The Arethusa, and his other boats, would 
jog along the Atlantic coast, off Block Island, 
Montauk or No Man’s Land, little island near 
Martha’s Vineyard. Small, swift boats, with 
twin engines, were used by bootleggers to speed 
out to McCoy’s ships—and other Rum Row 
schaoners—purchase a portion of the schooner’s 
cargo, and dash back to deserted beaches or 
other “safe’’ spots. 

They could out-run the Coast Guard cutters, 
and their shallow draft would carry them over 
shoals that stopped their larger pursuers. 

The Coast Guard wasn’t the only hazard. 
“Pirate boats,’”’ operated by bootleggers, were 
equally dangerous. And it was the fear of 
pirates that led Bill, unwittingly, to fire on 
United States Government agents — the only 
time he ever did that. 


BILL didn’t know that the cutter Manhattan had 
captured a bootlegger’s sea skiff earlier that 
night—and that the Manhattan had spotted the 
Arethusa and the boats of two customers. 

In an effort to approach unobserved, the 
Manhattan’s skipper put a crew in the captured 
sea skiff. The Arethusa’s lookout saw the boat 
coming toward them without lights. 

“Pirates,” he called. : 

Capt. Bill emptied a .45 Colt in the direction 
of the sea skiff. 

Shouts and curses came out of the darkness, 
and the sea skiff hurriedly_ turned back to the 
Manhattan, whose outraged skipper, with lights 
blazing, raced toward the Arethusa as Bill’s cus- 
omers s to shore. 

; “He peuidn't do anything to us then,” Bill 
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Futile Dream of Fortune Off the Atlantic Coast 
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said later. “But I learned I was accused of 
firing on the American .Flag—and from then on 
the Treasury men were more determined than 
ever to get me.” : 

But, while Bill played a four-year game of 
hide and seek with Coast Guardsmen and'Treas- 
ury agents, he never really considered them as 
his enemies. 

* Once a Treasury agent named Pete came to 
a rum-runners’ rendezvous in Nassau to track 
Bill down. Someone recognized Pete as a2 govern- 
ment agent. There was angry muttering, and a 
mob closed in on him. 

The situation was explosive, when Bill shoul- 
dered his way to Pete’s side. 

“He’s O.K.,” Bill said. 
of mine.”’ 

Doubtfully, the mob let Bill and Pete go. 
One man took Bill aside, and said: “If he’s a 
government agent, he can’t leave here alive.” 

Bill took Péte to his room-——where Pete ad- 
mitted he’d come to Nassau.to try to arrest Bill 
and bring him back to the United States. 

“IT know that,” Bill told him. ‘But you can’t 
do it. Now, I’m going to see that you get out 
of here in safety.” 

Bill put Pete on a passenger liner, and the 
Treasury agents never forgot it. 


“He’s an old friend 


HE sea itself was another enemy. Once Bill 

loaded the Arethusa with 5,700 cases—so that 
she floated low in the water. A severe storm 
overtook them on their way from Nassau to 
Rum Row, and the Arethusa, for all her sturdy 
white oak frame, was almost lost. 

Bill was losing his zest for rum-running. He 
wanted to make his fortune—and get out. He 
decided to sail the Arethusa to Scotland, pick 
up a cargo of-Scotch, and bring it directly to 
Rum Row. A couple of trips, he thought, would 
net him $300,000—-enough to retire on. 

But the trip never was made. Bad luck— 
seizure of some of his other ships, the cost of 
court proceedings, an occasional double crossing 
by men he trusted—seemed to conspire against 
him. He was almost broke. 

On Nov. 13, 1923, the Arethusa cleared frome 
Bermuda with 4,500 cases of Scotch. 

She reached Rum Row on the 17th. By the 
20th, she had sold out. 

That night, the Coast Guard Cutter Seneca 
stopped him and sent an officer to examine the 
Arethusa’s papers. Bill wasn’t worried. His 
papers were in order. A lieutenant, who came 
aboard with several men, insisted the papers 
were not in order. He demanded that the 
schooner put into Sandy Hook. 

“IT refused. I said we were going to Nassau,” 
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Bill said. ,“The officer was boiling mad.” 

Bill ordered full speed ahead. The Coast 
Guardsmen drew their guns. The lieutenant 
warned: 

“If you carry us off against our will, the 
whole U. S. Navy will be looking for you.” 

Bill turned back and the boarding crew re- 
turned to the gutter, ordering Bill to follow to 
Sandy Hook—-or be destroyed by gunfire. 

“We pretended to follow the Seneca,” he 
said, “but we had decided to,make a run for it. 
A passenger ship was almost in the line of fire 
of the Seneca’s guns if she opened on us. We 
turned out to sea—and I saw a yellow flash and 
a puff of smoke from the Seneca’s guns. Four 
shots they fired—and the fourth was so close 
I knew it was ail over.” 


MEEKLY the Arethusa turned back. A prize 
crew from the cutter sailed the Arethusa 
to_port, 

Treasury agents met him at port. Bill ex- 
pected a rough time from them. One said: 

“Do you remember Pete?”’ 

Bill shook his head. 

“You've got a short memory,” the agent said. 
“You saved his life in Nassau.” _ 

They treated Captain Bill as well as pos- 
sible. He was held for a time, and released 
on $15,000 bail. 

He always insisted that the Arethusa, sailing 
under British registry, had been seized illegally 
on the high seas, outside American territorial 
waters. 

The Marshall and the Arethusa were to be 
sold at auction. He bought them back for a 
total of $10,500. 

* *% # 

The dream—the bold dream—was coming to 
an end. The beckoning fortune was still some- 
place beyond the horizon—as remote as ever. 
Bill was sick of New York, sick of the gang 
that handled liquor, sick of pirates, of dodging 
the law. | 

Indictments still hung over his head. His 
usefulness on Rum Row was over. 

He sold his dream, then—his Arethusa. He 
saw her sail away—to become a sealer, and in 
the end to be lost in an Arctic ice pack. 

In March, 1925, he was sentenced to nine 


~months in jail in Essex County, N. J. 


He was released on Christmas Eve. He and 
Ben went back to Holly Hill, where in 1947 they 
built their last boat—The Blue Lagoon of Coral 
Strand. 

He was aboard her when he died, last Dec. 
30, in ‘Stuart, Fla., at the age of 71. 

Died remembering, perhaps, the time he 
thought that a man could base his dreams upon 
defiance of the law.

E reformation of Fisk McIntosh was in its 
sixth year when his father died recently, 
leaving a million and a half dollars, 

Before the Detroit manufacturer’s will was 
read, all his prospective heirs quite naturally 
wondered who would share in his fortune and 
how he had divided it. 

In that will, had he remembered his son, 
Fisk, the explosive red-haired ex-Army private 
who -had run.away with an officer’s wife—a 
woman years older than himself—and then had 
married her, settled down and tried to rehabili- 
tate himself? 

Had Fisk been completely forgiven and amply 
provided for? 

The reason those questions were raised in 
the minds -of.all the heirs goes, back to a sum- 
mer night in 1943, when young McIntosh met 
Mrs. Alice Rand de Tarnowsky, the blond heiress 
wife of Capt. Alexis dg Tarnowsky, in the club 
car of the Minneapolis Flyer. 

The train was running down the line from 
St. Paul to Chicago. Alice, who lived in Bar- 
rington, Ill., with her husband and three chil- 
dren, was.an her way home. She and Fisk 
struck up an acquaintance and when they got 
off at a small station to change trains, the sol- 
dier suddenly took her in his arms and kissed her. 

It was a kiss neither of them could forget. 
Fisk, whose full name was Charles Loren Fisk 
McIntosh, had-already been married and di- 
vorced and was the father of an 11-year-old son. 

“I finally met a woman,” he said later, “with 
whom I wanted to spend the,rest of my life.” 

As for Alice—“Fisk is thé man you dream 
of when you're 16 and waiting.to fall in love.” 

A few days after their meeting, Mrs. de Tar- 
nowsky disappeared from her home in Barring- 
ton, a socialite Chicago suburb. Captain de Tar- 
nowsky reported her disappearance and was 
soon informed that she was with McIntosh, 
already A.W.O.L. and wanted by military au- 
thorities for posing as a sergeant with over- 
seas service. 

The couple headed eastward, leaving a trail 
of bad checks like scraps of paper blowing in 
their wake. G-men finally picked up the fugi- 
tives in a New York City hotel. 

Fisk was held on the bad check charges and 
was released on bail furnished by his father. 
Alice got a Mexican divorce. She and Fisk were 
married in November, 1943. 

Later, Fisk’s father made full restitution and 
the bad check charges were dropped.

On Sept. 13, 1940, she got 
her master’s ticket. 


A few weeks later the 
Navy reached her at Den- 
ver and “drafted” her to 
help in the big job of en- 
larging its officer reserve 
pool. She took 10 students 
at a time and held classes 
in her own home, 


CAPTAIN MARY, or 
“Granny,” as admiring 
pupils soon called her de- 
spite her four gold stripes, 
had to chart her. own in- 
struction courses. She 
started with knots and box- 
ing the compass and then 
nosed into navigation. If 
a class fell into the dol- 
drums, she’d haul out a 
deck of cards for a few re- 
laxing rounds of poker. 


Unorthodox it was, but 
class after class went to 
sea from fhe grandmotherly 
master mariner’s dining 
room. Back from the war 
zones flowed letters com- 
mencing, “Dear Captain 
lary,” or “Dear Granny,” 
which are now among her 
fondest possessions.

LEARNED recently of the death of Charlie 
. Stielow. Few remember today that Stielow 

was the central figure in one of America’s 
most famous murder cases — five times on the 
brink of execution for a murder he did not com- 
mit. Yet, because of his agonizing ordeal, life 
is safer today for persons falsely accused of 
crime. 

In March, 1915, big, plodding Charlie Stielow 
was hired as chore hand on the farm of a wealthy 
widower named Charles D. Phelps, at West 
Shelby, N. Y. For a man who could barely 
read and write it was a good job. He was to 
receive $400 a year, pasture for his cow, feed 
for his horse, and firewood; he and his wife, who 
was about to have a baby, were to live in the 
tenant house. Her brother, Nelson.Green, moved 
in with them. - 

On his way to the barn one cold dawn two 
weeks later, Stielow found on his front steps 
the nightgown-clad corpse of Margaret Wolcott, 
Phelps’ housekeeper. She had been shot. Run- 
ning tod the farmhouse, Stielow found Phelps, 
also shot, dying on the kitchen floor. Stielow’s 
panicky shouts awakened Nelson Green, and 
both ran to summon neighbors. Phelps died 
about noon without having spoken. A reward 
was offered for the capture of the murderer. 

Stielow and Green were brought to authori- 
ties a month afterward by George W. Newton, 
a private detective, who exhibited.a .22 pistol 
Stielow owned and an unsigned confession he 
said Stielow had made. Stielow, crushed and 
confused, could only mumble that Newton had 
promised him he could go home to his wife— 
who was at that moment in childbirth —if he 
admitted that he and Green had killed Phelps. 
In his bewilderment he kept repeating: “I can’t 
be punished for what I didn’t do.” 

That wasn’t much of a defense. At the trial, 
Charlie repudiated the confession, but he was too 
befuddled to tell a coherent story. The sheriff 
testified he had heard Stielow’s oral confession. 
A witness who claimed to be an expert said the 
fatal bullets had been fired from Stielow’s pistol. 
The jury found Stielow guilty, and he was sen- 
tenced to die. 

Green, who was in jail, 
was fold that he also cer- 
tainly would be executed 
unless he pleaded guilty to 
a secondary charge. Gib- 
bering with fright, Green 
was hustled into court, 
pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to prison. 


The Court of Appeals § 
upheld Stielow’s conviction, 
and his execution was 
scheduled for dawn on 
Friday, April 14, 1916, at 
Sing Sing Prison. 

On the evening of April 
12 the deputy warden of 
Sing Sing, with whom I 
had worked on the initia- 
tion of certain prison re- 
forms, called at my apart- 
ment in New York City. 
Visibly perturbed, he said: 
“The Paper Box Kid, a 
tough hoodlum, was ‘exe- 
cuted this morning. His 
last words were, ‘Don’t 
burn Stielow; that poor 
Dutchman is no more guil- 
ty than you are.’ Other 
prisoners in the death house 
also believe Stielow is inno- 
cent. Will you go with me 
to the Governor and ask 
_him to grant a reprieve and 
Took into the matter?” 

Next morning we talked 
with Gov, Charles S. Whit- 
man in Albany. He refused 
to intervene. A newspaper 
reported our appeal as an 
“attempt to defeat justice.”’ 
I saw red. I started for

West Shelby immediately, reaching there that 
evening. 

With the aid of the town marshal, I talked 
with several farmers who knew Stielow. One 
said: ‘Charlie and I once saw a snake and I 
told him to kill it. He said ‘Gosh, I couldn’t 
kill anything!’’’ Another farmer said, “Why 
would Charlie kill the man who gave him the 
best job he ever had?” 

By midnight I had several other questions 
I believed should be answered. If Stielow 
were the murderer, why hadn't he moved the 
housekeeper’s body from his front steps? Was 
it not more logical to assume that she had been 
running to him for help? Why would he and 
Green summon aid for Phelps when they found 
him alive? If there were a possibility he might 
regain consciousness and accuse them, why 
didn’t they finish him off? 


HAT night I typed out an order to show cause 
T why a new trial should not be granted, 
alleging with perhaps more hope than fact that 
new evidence had been found. Now I had to 
find a New York Supreme Court Justice to sign 
the order. The nearest was at Rochester, 30 
miles away. Rushing to Rochester in a rented 
car, F routed the judge out of bed and persuaded 
him it was his humane duty to give Stielow a 
chance. - 

Word was telephoned to the death house at 
Sing Sing. A reprieve was mandatory until 
the motion.could be argued in court. For the 
time being, at least, Stielow had a fighting 


chance for life. 
I realized I would need help. .1 telephoned

Miss Dorothy Dix, the famous columnist. She 
told the story the next day in the New York 
American. Other newspapers picked it up and 
threw their weight to Stielow’s side. When a 
New York reporter, Jack Leary, and I went to 
Sing Sing for a talk with Stielow, Dr. Amos 
O. Squire, the prison physician who had studied 
Stielow, told us: ‘‘Stielow certainly didn’t write 
that confession. He doesn’t know that many 
words and is incapable of telling a story chrono- 
logically.”” Later, in a voluntary affidavit, Dr. 
Squire added: ‘“Stielow is a child in intelligence. 
He is easily led by suggestion to say and do 
things, the import of which- he does not appre- 
ciate.”’ 

Yet when the motion for a new trial was 
argued, no conclusive new evidence could be 
produced and the court denied Stielow another 
chance. Once more a date was set for his 
execution. 

Three times more during the spring and 
summer we were able to snatch Stielow from 
the chair at the 11th hour with motions for a 
new trial. Each time the motion was denied and 
a new date set for execution. By now numerous 
legal luminaries and humanitarians had volun- 
teered to help. But our combined efforts could 
Sway neither the courts nor Governor Whitman, 
who stated publicly he believed Stielow guilty. 

So we enlisted the aid of Val O’Farrell, a 
well-known detective, to test the integrity of 
Detective Newton, who had secured the alleged 
confession. With several of O’Farrell’s opera- 
tives posing as a blackmail gang, I posed as 
attorney for their victim and retained Newton 
to investigate. Gradually Newton was led to 
believe he was being tested for a more impor- 
tant case. We rigged up a dictaphone in my 
Office, planted stenographers in an adjoining 
room, and I called Newton in for a quiet talk. 
“We want a man who can do good work,” I said 
to him. ‘Have you ever solved any really big 
cases? Did you ever catch a murderer?” 

“Sure,” he replied, ‘One is in Sing Sing now 
awaiting execution.”’ 3 
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-11:30 that night, Reporter Jack Leary 
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“That’s interesting. Tell me about it.” 

“It’s this fellow, Stielow. I made him think 
he was helping me trail the real murderer. I got 
him all excited, told him a lot of things fast and 
said, ‘Charlie, who killed Mr. Phelps?’ He 
answered ‘I don’t know.’ 

“Then I took him to a hotel where we re- 
mained all night. Three of us questioned him. 
I finally told him that, if he would admit that 
he and Nelson Green shot Phelps, I would let 
him go home to his wife. After he made these 
admissions, I notified the officials.’’ 

The transcript of this statement was sub- 


mitted to-Governor Whitman. He held it in- 


sufficient to grant clemency. 

We turned next to the .22 pistol. We had 
the bullet and pistol examined by Bausch & 
Lomb, the lens makers. They made micro- 
photographs which revealed distinct marks on 
the bullet, but reciprocating troughs and crests 
could not be discerned in the barrel. The science 
of ballistics being in its infancy, this was held 
insufficient to discredit the “expert” witness. 

' One small hope remained to us. Phelps ‘had 
habitually carried a pocketbook containing sev- 
eral hundred dollars. It was not found after 
his murder. One day a reputable detective 
located an innkeeper to whom the pocketbook 
had allegedly been given by a man named King. 
King fitted the description of an itinerant seen 
in West Shelby the day before the crime. Detec- 
tives were trying to find King. 

But time ‘was running out. 
July 29, Stielow was to die. 

On the morning of July 28 it was reported 
that Governor Whitman might commute Stie- 
low’s sentence to life imprisonment. But at 
phoned 
me at my summer home far out on Long Island 
and said, “Whitman has turned us down.” 

“Find a State Supreme Court Justice,” I said 
impulsively. . “Call me back when you’ve found

Just 
then the phoné rang. It was Jack Leary. “I’ve 


got your man—Justice Charles L..Guy. He’s in . 


bed at his home on West -End Ave. and will see 
you when you get here.” 

Half way to the city My car blew a tire and 
plunged off the road through a fence, smashing 
the acetylene headlights, A milk wagon hap- 
pened along as I fumbled in the dark for tools, 
I told the driver I was trying to save a man’s 
life. He said, “‘Leave it to me, mister.” He 
changed tires’ and repaired the headlights. 


jt WAS 3 a. m. when I found Jack Leary and 

others of our volunteer helpers under a street 
lamp, and almost 4 o’clock when I finished tell- 
ing my story to aged Justice Guy. Perceptibly 
moved, the judge said gently: “You realize I 
have no jurisdiction in this matter. Only the 
Governor can grant a stay of execution. Of 
course, if you have new evidence—”’ 

“T could tell you I have new evidence, Your 
Honor,” I said candidly, ‘but it would not be 
true. I could invent something, but I Won't do 
that. I believe we shall have conclusive new 
evidence in the next few days, but we haven't it 
now. At this moment I can only appeal to you 
as a human being to stop the execution of an 
innocent man.”’ 

The judge sat back and closed his eyes. 
Suddenly he straightened determinedly. “I'll do

I quickly telephoned Head Keeper Fred 
Dorner at Sing Sing. “Are you crazy?”-he de- 
manded. 
the papers in my hand.” 

“Tll get the papers to you as fast as I can,” 
I shouted. “But if you execute that man you’ll 
be guilty of manslaughter.’’ Dorner said un- 
certainly: “Well, hurry! I'll delay it as long 
as I can.” 

We were arrested for speeding before we'd 
gone a mile. I produced the court order and the 
cop shouted, “Follow me!” We roared at_last 
down the long hill to Sing Sing ‘and ran to the 
death house. The door of the tion chamber 
opened to our pounding. We saw the blurred 
faces of the assembled witnesses and heard a 
minister speaking the last rites. Then I became 
aware of Fred Dorner’s perspiration-beaded face 
and his voice murmuring .huskily: “I couldn’t 
have held it off much longer.” ; 


Charlie Stielow stood under a blazing white 
spotlight, head shaved and hands strapped. 
He looked up slowly and smiled in his dull way 
as he recognized me. He turned to the minister 
and said, “] told you God won’t let me die.”’. 

We stopped at an inn for breakfast on the 
way back to the city and I telephoned my office. 
My secretary sounded hysterical. 

“Detectives have just arrested a man named 
King who they say is the. real murderer!” she 
cried. 


KING had been found and allegedly had con- 


fessed. But when Stielow went back to court 
on the motion signed by Justice Guy was in 
the astonishing position of a man whom almost 
everyone conceded to be innocent, yet who could 
not be acquitted because of technical rules of 
jurisprudence. 

Evidence pointing to King’s guilt, for ex- 
ample, was held not sufficient to grant_Stielow a 
new trial. The transcript of Newton’s remarks 
to me, which indicated he had obtained the al- 
leged confession from Stielow under. duress, was 
not sufficient because in the eyes of the law it 
was not new evidence; Stielow should have re- 
vealed it at his original trial. 


Under the law, the court had to deny the 


motion for a new trial. Again Stielow was taken 
before the Court of Appeals. Again he was 
sentenced to die, this time on December 11. 
But now, suddenly, we discovered an unsus- 
pected ally—the people of New York. Aroused 


NOT DIE 


by the challenging editorials in the newspapers, 
they rose_in a public crusade to save Stielow. 
Churches held prayer meetings. Thousands of 
pamphlets’ were distributed from door to door. 
Into Governor Whitman’s offices cascaded tele- 
grams and petitions by the truckload. The man- 
date could not be ignored. 

On December 3, the Governor commuted Stie- 
low’s sentence to life imprisonment. But still 
the public. clamor mounted. Why should an 
innocent man be imprisoned on technicalities? 

On February 1, 1917, Governor Whitman ap- 
pointed George H. Bond, an eminent New York 
State jurist, as a special deputy attorney general 
to condyct a thorough investigation. Bond’s 
report, made public in May, 1918, completely 
exonerated Stielow and Green. On May 8, more 
than three yearg after their arrest, the two 
prisoners were pardoned and restored to citizen- 
ship. Both returned to Orleans County to live 
out their days. 

King stated that he was willing to plead 
guilty to murder. in the first degree, but this was 
not possible, because no person is permitted to 
make such a plea in New York courts; The Or- 
leans County grand jury to which he confessed 
did not indict him, perhaps because the case 
already had cost the little county $30,000. The 
case was closed. : 

But all over the nation a reform movement, 
which had been gathering force, now broke fur 
ously. Spurred by public indignation, thoughtful 


_ jurists revised archaic laws dealing with capital 


punishment and circumstantial evidence. Police 
third-degree methods were widely outlawed and 
many courts refused to credit confessions when 
science 
of ballistics was improved,so that it could be 
determined beyond doubt whether or not a lethal 
bullet came from a suspect’s 

Today the rights of the individual are more 
carefully protected under the law—thanks in 
large measure to the public response to Charlie 
Stielow’s extraordinary case. |

homeland. 7 

This illusion started with 
the arrival of a pale of 
booklets from Tonga, filled 
with pictures of beautiful, 
bronze-skinned native girls 
carrying baskets of exotic 
fruits and flowers on their 
sleek heads. 

This attractive illustrated 
report from the self-gov- 
erning state of Tonga sup- 
plements the alluring pic- 
tures with some equally 
fascinating facts. It says 
that the people of Tonga 
travel over good roads ina 
land of tropic beauty; that 
the islands have no factor- 
ies, mines, railways or radio 
Stations; that nobody has 
to pay an income tax; that 
education, medical and den- 
tal care are free; that the 
place is prosperous because 
it exports twice as much as 
it imports; and that com- 
fortable houses can be built 
of coconut leaves, of which 
Tonga has plenty. 

A couple of years ago, 


eloquent about the island’s 
charms when he described 
it as a place of ‘‘perpetual 


greenery covering lovely 
hills and valleys, where 
oranges, pineapples, ban- 


anas, grapes and figs grow 
in profusion.” 

The major regaled his 
fellow citizens with a re- 
port on economic conditions 
which was as appealing as 
his picture of the landscape 
and the climate. it seems 
that none of the 750 inhab- 
itants of Norfolk worked 
very hard; that they spent 
a lot of time fishing and 
feasting; and that only 
men between the ages of 21 
and 55 had to pay taxes, 
which averaged about $10 
a year. 

Few emigrants, if any, 
will pull up stakes and sail 
away either to Norfolk or 
to Tonga—and if many of 
them did, these tropic isles 
probably would lose some 
of their charm for people 
who are fed up with civil- 
ization. But dreamers won't 
stop looking at the pretty 
Polynesian girls in the 
booklet, and they can’t for- 
get Major Hordern’s ro- 
mantic press-agentry—be- 
cause they get a certain 
left-handed comfort from 
believing there is, some- 
where, a paradise on earth.

and northern 

' Florida. The 

vicious part of the 

scheme is that the 

“Indian Dice 

Game” is in no 

sense a gamble. As 

long as the oper- 

ator is the score- 

keeper, the tourist 
hasn’t got a chance, 

Of course, all free zoos aren’t 
rackets, but a Miami manufacturer 
named Bob Howenstein has spotted 
pseudo “free zoos” in such widely 
separated places as rural New Mex- 
ico and Chicago Heights, ll. A 
friend of his lost ‘several hundred 
dollars in one Chicago Heights 
place. ‘“‘He went into town,” How- 
enstein says, “and got a deputy 
sheriff. The deputy made the op- 
erators give back the money.” 


AN OHIO salesman, H. D. Sloan, 
got so angry after losing $500 
—his whole. bankroll—at a filling 
station ‘“‘free zoo” in central Flor- 
ida recently, that he wired Millard 
Caldwell, then Governor of Flor- 
ida, the full story. Governor Cald- 
well answered him in a few days, 
The Governor said that the county 
sheriff ‘‘has reported to me that he 
did investigate, and found no 
gambling or gambling parapher- 
nalia. The operator of the animal 
show denies that any gambling has 
been conducted on the premises. 
The sheriff will keep a close check 
on this place to insure that no 
illegal activities take place.”’ 


Most tourists aren’t as enterpris- 


ing as those mentioned above. They 
usually feel so foolish after having 
been gypped that they prefer to 
drop the whole matter.

EAR after year, at dawn, 
¥ sicery prisoners at the Toledo 

(Ohio) Workhouse have been 
awakened by the tolling of a bell 
coming quietly from a smal]l shrine 
built by a man who sentenced him- 
self to life imprisonment. 

Each sunset’ they heard the bell 
again, a lonely Angelus that an- 
nounced John Summit’s atonement 
for some mysterious misdeeds of 
the past. Many a workhouse vet- 
eran, a petty thief or derelict from 
Toledo’s Skid Row, has watched 
John Summit at his solitary devo- 
tion, has seen John’s tranquil eyes 
and sensed his inner peace. 

Why he sentenced himself is not 
known. His age can only be esti- 
mated—about 80. Not even his 
real name is known. A busy desk 
sergeant, a quarter of a century 
ago, looked up at a pitiful creature 
brought before him on a va- 
grancy charge and could not un- 

rstand what the confused man 
was trying to say. So he called 
him John “Summit,” after the main 
street in Toledo’s Skid Row. 

From that time, the old man 
refused to answer to any other 
name, and answered all questions 


was no law providing for volun- 
tary imprisonment, but it was de- 
cided that if John were classified 
as a “‘visitor,’’ he could stay as long 
as the superintendent would allow. 

For 25 years, successive work- 
house superintendents found no 
reason to cut short John’s “visit,”’ 
and he, in turn, refused to set foot 
off prison land.

He 
farmed a large truck garden 
with implements constructed from

When his sentence was~ com- 
pleted, John was loaded onto a 
van for return to Toledo, 10 miles 
away. He asked to be allowed to 


' stay on the prison farm, but was 


told that would be illegal. The 
van dropped him a few blocks from 
Summit Street. 

“I go ‘right back to the same 
place where. they arrest me be- 
fore,’’ John recalled, in broken Eng- 
lish, during a recent-interview. “TI 
I tell 
him I have no money, so hé arrest 
mé. I tell judge I want to go to 
workhouse.”’ 


At his own. request, John was 
sent to the workhouse for the 
longest possible term—one year 
—only. to find himself up against 
the same problem at the end of 
that time. Again he asked per- 
mission to stay. Again he was 
put in the van. 
This-time he jumped out, just 


as the van turned onto the high- 


way.’ He stood outside the prison 
for _24 hours, until the 
workhouse superintendent man- 
aged to find a legal loophole in 
the prison regulations. There

“I do not 
need,”’ John disdainfully refused 
him. “I have God. You should 
have God, not money.” 

“Eager as the other prisoners 
are to get out of here,’ Superin- 
tendent Hirsch said, ‘‘they always 
stop to look at John and his 
home. He keeps to himself, but 
they see him in the fields, his 
beard and long hair flowing in the 
wind. They see him kneeling at 
his prayers, and know he _ has 
found peace.. They do not know 
what they will find in the world 
outside. John is a better lesson to 
them than their punishment.”

M years has shown the world 
that she has the brains and

of the opposite sex. Far from it. 
She’s the ‘‘wolf gal’’ because she is 
a professional wolf-trapper—per- 
haps the only woman anywhere 
following that hard-bitten calling. 

Just now, Maggie probably is 
living somewhere in the bleak 
“far bush” with her 75-year-old 
husband and partner, a Ffench- 
Canadian named Bill. Night after 
night, they stop at different camps 
along the trap-line they follow in 
search of the $25 bounties the gov- 
ernment pays for timber wolf hides. 

Most of their nights are spent 
in rude cabins or lean-tos on the 
line, but sometimes they have to 
bed down in the open, surrounded 
by their toboggan, traps, packs, 
axes and rifles. Close to them will 
be tr>ir sled dog, Jack, while from 
all around come the sounds of the 
wild—the crackling of trees on cold 
nights, the keening of the wind; the 
howling of their quarry, the wolves, 

Many denizens of civilization 
would shudder at such a prospect, 
but to Maggie Buffalo it’s as 
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ARVELOUS 
MAGGIE 


natural as visiting a beauty parlor 
for an American housewife. Mag- 
gie is an Ojibway Indian and has 
lived nearly all her tife in the out- 
doors, though she’s visited such 
cities as Montreal and Toronto and 
liked them. 

She feels no squeamishness 
about the fate of wolves caught in 
her traps. 

“Those critters are very bad 
this winter,’ she said indignantly 
just before starting out. “ They kill 
the beautiful red deer and other 
animals. They are so cruel, I don’t 
mind killing them to save others.” 

Any wolf crossing her rifle 
sights will never again raid the 
haunts of any peaceable animal. 
Maggie has been a deadshot for 60 
years. 


§ OMETIMES she has taken home 

the cubs of a newly-killed wolf 
and trained them to be sled animals, 
but she doesn’t advise an inexperi- 
enced person to try it. 

“You never know when one of 
the critters will turn on you,” she 
warns. 

The financial yield of a good 
trapping season is modest, only 
about $1,200 for Maggie and her 
husband. Yet they are content; 
their needs are also modest. 

Despite her rigorous life and 
the masculine garb she wears on 
the trap-line, Maggie’s home bears 
feminine touches. She’s fond of 
pretty things and always buys a 
few fripperies when she visits a 
store. She had a previous husband, 
a noted Ojibway hunter who died. 

And, though she has seen civil- 
ization and enjoyed stopping at big 
city hotels, Maggie has no regrets 
that her destiny has been to live 
strenuously in the wilderness. 

“It isn’t lonely for me,’ she 
says. “I love the forests and the 
animals—all except wolves.”’

Unroll, 
and hang on a padded 
hanger until almost dry. 

Iron jersey when it is 
damp with a warm iron. 

Avoid pulling or stretch- 
ing the fabric during the 
laundering process. 

Cotton jersey garments 
may be laundered in your 
washing machine like 
other cottons. 

Store pullovers, blouses 
and bathing suits in neatly 
folded piles in a drawer. 
Hang skirts and slacks on 
skirt hangers and hang 
dresses on padded hangers.
